Ever since the break-up of the 
‘Asquith coalition rment, the 
feeling between Mr, nna and Mr. 
Lioyé George has heen streined, the 
great banker being known to view Sir | 
Robert Horne’a appointment as 
chancellor of the exchequer with 

articular distike. Today, Mr. Mc- 
Kenna fhafied Stardey Baldwin's ad- 
vent of the exchequer with open ap- 
proval. 

Incidentally, Mr. McKenna contriv- 
ed to convey his opinion of the retir- 
ing premier. He said. 

“A fighting spirit may prove of im- 
mense value to the nation in war, but 
there can be tittle doubt of ite un- 
euitability to the nation in time of 
peace. Vitalizing and energizing 
qualities are too rarely associated with 
the quite virtues of economy in ex- 
penditure, efficiency in administration 
and a sober regard for the virtues es- 
sential to the building of social order 
and prosperity. 

Mr. McKenna and Labor 

Mr. McKenne's remarks concerning 
Labor were noteworthy. Probably 
every elector of calm vision will agree 
with him that there is no danger of 
Bolshevism in England. He took up 
the etatement said to have been made 
by (Rt, Hon, Arthur Henderaon, Labor 
leader, in the Newport by-election last 
week, that the party was out for war 
on private enterprise, and Mr. Mc- 
Kenna declared that @ capital levy 
would beta wholly impracticable and 
wasteful and even a destruct'e 
method of raising money for estate 
aervice.”’ 

Mr, McKenna added that he had lit- 
tle fear of such happening. In this 
connection dt must be remembered 
that when Mr. Henderson spoke in 
Newport last week, there was then no 
sign of eo violent a political upheaval 
as that which thes eince been ex- 
perienced in this country, or he would 
probably have expressed his penti- 
mente differently.

“Bight, comprehensive reform of 
the existing land ayatem, including 
taxation and the rating of land values. 

“Ninth, democratic reform of the 
licensing system. 

“Tenth, readjustment of the elec- 
toral system py the introduction of 
proportional representation.” 

The manifesto asserts that no con- 
fidence should tbe placed in the coal- 
{tion's declaraticns, whether in the in- 
dustrial or international sphere. The 
coalition has shown itself. according 
to this pronouncement, quaily in- 
capable of securing good undertakings 
abroad or pursuing a consistent policy 
at home. The nation demanded a 
complete change, conviction instead 
of compromise, economy instead of 
extravagance and ‘waste. 

Reminding the electrate that it wae 
Liberalism which denounced the reck- 
legeness of the government's disas- 
trous and costly adventures in Ruasia 
and Mesopotamia, and fought the bat- 
tle against protection and government 
interference in trade, the manifesto 
says the time has ived to restore 
Liberaliem to ita rightful place in the 
councils of the nation,

| The Earl of Derby at the war 
office resumes a post which he has 
held before. The prime minister 
had the greatest difficulty with 
the law offices.

The city council has sanctioned, 
and apparently intends to pay for, 
what is called an educational cam- 
paign, carried on by ‘way of pre- 

the minds of the voters for 
the iscite that is to be taken 
on the question pf abandoning the 
resent system of electing mem- 
of the city council and adopt- 
ing ‘what is known as the ‘‘propor- 
tional representation’’ plan. Sup- 
posedly the purpose of the series 
of public meetings which are to be 
held is to show the electors how 
they (would vote ander the prefer- 
ential system, how their votes 
would ‘be counted, what the re- 
sults of hypothetical contests held 
under that system might be {ex- 
pected to be, and what practical 
reasons there are why they should 
want to change from the present 
method of electing their civic rep- 
resentatives. 

Last week some aldermen who 
are not convinced of the benefits 
to be derived from the change in- 
quired in council whether (parties 
who are opposed to the new 
scheme would be allowed to speak 
at these meetings. They were told 
that critics are not to be given a 
hearing. That seems strange. I 
the purpose is to educate the elec- 
tors surely that could be attained 
more effectively if there were frec 
and open discussion of the merits 
and demerits of the two plans of 
election. A proposal whose spon- 
sors are not willing to submit it 
to criticism is usually ‘a proposal 
that the voters lare well advised to 
turn down. Hdmonton electors 
may not know much about the pro 
portional representation plan, but 
they have had cause to know a 
good deal about human nature as 
it is revealed under the test of 
membership in the city touncil. 
And the substance of their experi- 
ence along ‘that line is that when 
a council has put eomethnig over 
without a thorough threshing out 
of the pros and cons the tax-pay- 
ers have had occasion to be sorry 
for it. It may ‘be that members of 
council have no desire to railroad 
the new electoral system through, 
but the public can hardly be blam- 
ed if ithey gather that impression 
from the fact that opponents of 
tbe change are to be muzzled while 
the supposed advantages of the 
scheme are heralded from the plat- 
forms at the expense of the tax- 
payers. \Nor if they go beyond 
that and see in the proposal itself 
a manoetvre to distract public at- 
tention from the record of iwhat 
the aldermen supporting it have 
and have not done during their 
tenure of office. 

Whatever may or might be the 
benefits of the preferential plan 
of voting and vote counting, the 
matter of most urgent importance 
to this city today is not a change 
in ite system of electing members 
of the city council. Obviously the 
worst that can at present be said 
of the eystem now insure is that it 
resulted in the election last fall of 
the members of this year’s council. 
Nobody has yet been heard urging 
thet as @ reason why we should 
try some other system.
